DUBLIN COMMEMORATION. 


The meeting ef the Royal Irish Academy 
in Dublin yesterday was a commemoration of 
the Pasteur centenary, which occurred in De- 
cember last. Professor Sydney Young pre- 
sided, and Dr. W. R. Fearon, TCD, 
read s paper on the work of Pasteur, showing 
how it ub with investigations and concla- 
sions on subject of fermentation, and led 
on to thé production of irrefutable evidence 
for the germ theory of the origin of many 
diseases in plants and animals, the preparation 
of vaccines and the successful treatment of 
anthrax, puerperal] fever and rabies, and the 
foundations of modern bacteriological methods 
triumphantly vindicated by the aseptic 
surgery of Lister. 

Dr. A. ©. O'Sullivan, S.F.,T.C.D., in an 
eloquent address following the paper, said that 
there were very few names in the world’s 
history associated with the actual creation of 
science, and Pasteur’s was one of them. For 
his work in connection with immunity from 
disease he was entitled to the gratitude of all 
mankind. 

The President followed, and Professor 
Chauviné, University College, Dublin, gave 
an address in French. Among the visitors 
present was M. Blanche, the French Consul.

CRITICAL STAGE 


INTRISH EXPORT TRADE 
" DEVELOPMENT. 
ESSENTIALS OF BETTER 
MARKETING. 


-“ 


Mr. B. A. Whyte, representative in Great 
Britain of the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland, gave 
evidence at the Agricultural Commission, 
which resumed its sittings yesterday at 35 St. 
Stephen's Green, Dublin. 

The witness said that the food producing 
countries of the world were rapidly approach- 
ing pre-war poteritialities as regards produc- 
tion, and inland would be faced, during the 
next few years, with me increasing com- 
petition from well-organised producers, who 
could place on the market products of standard 
quality, graded both as to purity and quality. 

He said that the bacon industry was pro- 
bably. the most highly organised and econom!i- 
cally conducted industry in the world. Pro- 
minent distributors in England desired to 
es({@ilish a niche for Irish bacon, and, indeed, 
for the best Irish butter and eggs. If Ireland 
could rise to the productive and organising 
level of our chief competitors, nothing could 
stand in the way of our products securing the 
premier position on the British market. 

The past two years had been particularly 
trying as to marketing, and anything not up 
to the first grade had to be sold much below 
its relative value. The supply of butter and 
eggs to the British market was now barely 
15 per cent. below that of 1914, and such a 
comparatively small proportion of these pro- 
ducts could be placed on the British markets 
in really fresh condition that Ireland could, 
when producing and shipping under the most 
favourable conditions, have a material advan- 
tage in this connection. 

A CRITICAL STAGE. 

We have arrived, said the witness, at one 
of the most critical stages in the history of 
our industry. The British distributed, and 
the consumer was in a position to dictate the 
conditions as to quality, packing, business 
methods, etc., under which he was prepared 
to accept our shipments; and, if we did not 
accept these conditions, we could not even 
negotiate as to the price of our products. 
Some of the disadvantages under which our 
produce is competing were attrilfutable to the 
fact that many shippers of Irish produce did 
not yet appreciate that, no matter how ex- 
cellent an article might be, if it was. not 
presented in an inviting condition as te pack- 
ing, finish, etc... and if prompt business 
methods were not adopted, the article would 
be relegated to a secondary position. The 
butter requirements of Great Britain were 
rapidly approaching pre-war supplies. The 
cardinal condition of any successful marketing 
was a proper system of grading, He approved 
of compulsory grading. 

There would be a grave danger in introduc- 
ing a national brand for butter if grading did 
not form part of the scheme. He estimated 
that during the past ten years Ireland had 
lost at least £2,000,000 by leaving the grading 
of its butter to the English merchants instead 
of instituting a system on the lines of New 
Zealand and Australia. 

IMPORTANCE OF GRADING. 

The Chairman—Are you in favour of grad- 
ing on the New Zealand system? . 

Witness—My view is that the grading of 
our individual consignments of butter—and | 
might go so far as to say eggs—will have to 
be fundamental to any reform in the existing 
syatem; and that is only ene point, one factor, 
though probably the most important factor. 
Associated with that will be a national brand 
after a period. of probation. When I speak 
of grading, [ mean, of course, also the ex- 
amination whi¢h will ensure the purity of the 
product. . Added to that there will have to be 
a system of certificates: the certificate will 
accompany the butter to the distributor in 
Great Britain. It will be necessary to show 
the consumer that we had improved the quality 
of our goods, and that will have to be shown 
by advertisements. Greece had increased her 
trade immensely by judicious advertising and 
guaranteeing the purity of their products. 

Dealing with the question of eggs, he 
said that both as regards quality and value, 
Irish eggs far exceeded the imports to Great 
Britain from any other country. They were 
unsurpassed by those of any other country 
it the world, but Irish exporters were behind 
their chief competitors, such as Denmark 
and Holland, in attention devoted to test- 
ing, grading and packing. The compulsory 
grading of eggs was no less essential than 
that of butter. By the classification of 
eggs, he meant classification of quality. 

As to the Irish poultry trade, it 
capable of considerable expansion. 

On the question of a dead meat industry, 
Mr. Whyte said that some of the largest 
djstributora in England thought that the 
greatest benefit to the Irish cattle ‘ndustry 
for many years past was the passing of the 
Importation of Cattle Bill, as driving tile 
industry to a dead meat basis. 

As reearda cheese. he thought that Irish 
cheese was now for all practical purposes non- 
existent as a commercial unit on the market. 

ADVERSE FREIGHT CHARGES 

Freight charges on butter and eggs from 
Ireland to Gteat Britain were so much in 
excess of those of competing countries that 
the Irish products were in many instances 
“handicapped out of scmpetition. ' 

Danish eggs could be placed on the markets 
at Lancashire and Yorkshire at a cost, includ- 
ing all freight charges, of 1ld. per hundred, 
Has compared with 1s. 3d., and in some cases, 
ls 4d. from many centres in Ireland. It 
would be of great educational value if repre- 
sentative parties of creamery managers, egg 
shippers and others could be organised to visit 
countries, such as Holland and Denmark, to 
stndy the conditions of sale, transport and 
shipment. 

Answering Mr. Butler—Witness said that 
his staff was reduced, from eight to ore. 
He found it very difficult to carry on. As 
a matter of fact, he worked all day and 
travelled all night. 

EVIDENCE FROM AMERICA. 

Mr. Charles J. Brand, Agricultural Com- 
missioner of the United States of America, 
made a statement to the Commission, He 
said that he had listened to the evidence 
with great interest, particularly on the ques- 
tion of inspection. In America they had 
compulsory and permissive inspections; com- 
pulsory as regards some products and per 
missive as regarded others. They were pro- 
gressing gradually towards compulsory in- 
spection. Wheat, oats, maize and rye were 
at present subject to compulsory grading, 
and so was cotton on future purchase. Other 
articles were subject to permissive grading. 
such as potatoes. In America they had 
secured the co-operation of producers and 
distributors in the grading of produce. 

Answering the Chairman—He said that 
American bacon was cheaper in America than 
Trish bacon was here, but there might be a 
market for a modicum of Irish bacon in 
America. “‘ We,” added witness, ‘“‘«nvy you 
the reputation of your Irish bacon.”” There 
micht also be a market for Irish butter, Eut 
not for potatoes. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Johnson, 
witness said that they were going gradually 
from permissive to compulsory grading. 

The Commission adjourned until Wednes- 
day morning.

CASE HEARD IN LONDON. 

In the King's Bench Division, London, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Salter, the case was men- 
tioned of Dublin Shipbuilders, Ltd., v. 
Stewart. This was an action brought by 
Dublin Shipbuilders, Ltd., for breach of con- 
tract in respect of the construction of a 
steamer of 800 tons dead weight. Two instal- 
ments in respect of the purchase mMfoney of 
the steamer had already been paid, but the 
defendant refused to pay the third instalment, 
whereupon the action was brought. 

Under the terms of the settlement arrived 
at Dublin Shipbuilders, Ltd., retain the partly 
built vessel and all materials, and obtained 
judgment for £2,500 damages, including costs.

YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


DUBLIN NEWSPAPER’S 
CONTRACTS. 


VERDICT FOR £70,000 UPHELD. 
In the Court of Appeal yesterday the Lord 
Chief Justice, Lord Mistiog Rotian, and Lord 
Justice O'Connor delivered judgment in the 
two cases, Erik Fernstrom v. the Freeman a 
Journal (1919), Ltd., and Follum Traesliberi 
v. the same defendants. Both appeals were 
by the defendant company. I 
“In the first-mentioned action, which was 
tried before Mr, Justice Dodd and a - 
special jury, the jury found for the plaintiff, 
with £70,000 damages, for which Mr. Justice 
Dodd gave judgment, with costs. 

In the secorid action, which was also tried 
before Mr. Justice Dodd and a city special 
jury, the judge directed a verdict for the 
plaintiffs, and asked the jury to assess the 
damages, which they fixed at £165,000. —. 

Both ‘actions were brought by Scandinavian 
firms on foot of contracts alleged to have been 
entered into for the supply of paper to the 
defendants. 

Lhe Court of Appeal now affirmed the deci- 
sion of the Court below in the former appeal, 
and dismissed the appeal with costs. 

In the second action the Court of Appeal 
held that a new trial should be granted, and 
that the costs of the former trial and of the 
argument in the Appeal Court should abide 
the result of the new trial.

and T. Fitzgerald) for the respondents (the 
plaintiffs). 


THE JUDGMENT. 

The Lord Chief Justice, in giving judgment 
in the case of Erik Fernstrom, seid that the 
action was brought to recover damages for 
breach of contract to accept 3,000 tons of 
unglazed news paper of Swedish make, which, 
it was alleged, had been sold by the plain- 
tiffs to the defendant company on the 12th 
July; 1920. -It was admitted that upon that 
day Mr. Hamilton Edwards, a director of the 
company, and purporting to act for and on 
behalf of the company, had entered into the 
contract, but it was denied that Mr. Hamilton 
Edwards, in entering into the contract, was 
acting under the authority of the company, 
express or implied. The learned judge at the 
close of the trial put one question to the 
jury—Whether the contract signed by Mr. 
tdwards was signed by him acting under the 
authority of the defendant company, expréss 
er implied? The jury answered, “ Yes, 
implied.” Upon this finding the jury found 
for the plaintiff, with £70, damages, his 
actual loss in the settlement, and further 
stated that, if the damages were to be 
assessed in the difference between the price 
contracted for and the price at the breach, 
the amount would be £118,000. The learned 
judge gave judgment for the £70,000; with 
leave to the plaintiff to have the amount in- 
creased. No question, however, as to amount 
was argued before the Court of Appeal, and 
the plaintiff, through his counsel, stated that 
he was satisfied with the judgment that he 
had obtained. The defendant company 
claimed that the judgment should be entered 
for it, or, alternatively, for a new trial, on 
the ground that no express authority was 
proved, and that the jndge ought to have 
directed the jury that there was no evidence 
of implied authority. 


THE SOLE SHAREHOLDERS. 

Referring to the situation of the company, 
the Lord Chief Justice went on to say that 
the articles of association were signed by Mr. 
Fitzgerald and Mr. Edwards alone, and they 
became the sole shareholders of the company, 
each of them having been allotted 23,750 of 
the £1 shares and 25.000 of the shilling 
shares. The object for which the company 
was started was “to establish, print, and 
publish and to carry on the business of news- 
paper proprietors, printers, publishers, type- 
founders, booksellers, stationers, and adver- 
tising agents, and to carry on any other busi- 
ness.’ 

It had contended that the defendant 
company was only authorised to buy paper 
for the purpose of its ordinary business of 
newspaper proprietors, and that it was not 
authorised to purchase for re-sale with a view 
to obtaining a higher price in a rising market, 
He was clearly of opinion that the company 
was authorised by its memorandum to deal in 
paper, even in very large quantities, and that 
there was no foundation for the contention of 
the company on this point. 

It was suggested that Mr. Edwards had no 
authority, express or implied, to sign this con- 
tract on behalf of the company, and it was 
also suggested that it was not in the ordinary 
course of business. It was quite trne that the 
amount of paper which was the subject matter 
of these contracts was far in excess of what 
would be ordinarily required for the newspaper 
business. jut the defendant company was 
authorised by the articles to carry on the 
business of paper merchants, and they had 
already executed contracts for 7,000 tons to the 
full knowledge of Mr. Fitzgerald. It ap- 
peared also to be clear, and to the full know- 
ledge of Mr. Fitzgerald, negotiations had been 
going on for the purchase of 3,000 and 5,000 
tons, and that the only matter which remained 
outstanding in regard to these contracts was 
to fix them up definitely with the paper 
makers in Sweden. If Mr. Fitzgerald at the 
meeting on the 30th March, 1920, had, after 
the reading of the letter of the 23rd March, 
objected to any contract being entered into in 
regard to the 3,000 and 5,000 tons. it would 
have been easy for him to say so, and the 
matter would not have proceeded further. The 
reasonable inference to be drawn from his con- 
duct at the meeting was that he approved, as 
Mr. Hamilton Edwards understood he ap- 
proved, of making the further contracts on 
the proposed terms, and that consequently Mr. 
Hamilton Edwards, when he did make the con- 
tracts on the 12th May, 1920, was certainly 
acting within the scope of his implied 
authority. 

In his (the Chief Justice’s) opinion, there 
was ample evidence to sustain the finding of 
the jury, and consequently the judgment at 
the trial should be affirmed and the appeal 
dismissed, with costs. 


THE SECOND -ACTION. 
A NEW TRIAL GRANTED. 


In the case of Follum Traesliberi vy. 
Freeman's Journal, Ltd., 

The Lord Chief Justice, in giving judgment, 
said that this action was, in its main features, 
identical with Fernstrom’s case; but at the 
trial before Mr. Justice Dodd the jury failed 
to answer any of the questions submitted to 
them, and the judge directed a verdict for the 
plaintifis and asked the jury to assess the 
damages, which they accordingly did at 
£165,000, after the judge had explained the 
law relating to the measure of damages. The 
defendant company had challenged this 
verdict, and asked for an order entering judg- 
ment for it, or, in the alternative, a new trial 
After the four contracts for the supply of 
paper, amounting in the aggregate to 7,800 
tons, had been entered into with Fernstrom, 
Mr. Hamilton Edwards was desirous of secur- 
ing. further supplies, and negotiations were 
entered into between him and Mr. Fernstrom 
for the supply of 5,000 and 5,000 tons, re- 
spectively. The contract for the 5,000 tons 
was made direct with the plaintiffs, although 
the negotiations for it took place with Fern- 
strom. On the 12th April, 1920, the plaintiffs 
sent to the defendant company a written con- 
tract for the sale te the company ef 5,000 tons 
and setting out. the conditions, and the con- 
tract was duly signed by Mr. Hamilton 
Edwards for and on behalf of the company 
on the Oth April, 1920. The bank guarantee 
not having been furnished, the plaintifis 
wrote to the defendant company on the 19th 
October, 1920, asking that the matter should 
be attended to immediately, and en the 27th 
October Mr. Hamilton Edwards wrote that it 
was quite impossible for the Freeman’s Journal 
to enter into any further guarantees, and that 
there .was never any intention to estab- 
lish a letter of guarantee in the 
case referred to, and suggesting that in 
view of the appalling fall in the 
price of paper it would be well if the prin- 
cipal of the plaintiff's company would come to 
London to see him. Further correspondence 
followed, further deliveries of paper being 
definitely declined on behalf of defendants on 
22nd December. There were some negotia- 
tions for a settlement which did not result in 
an agreement, and ultimately this action was 
brought. * | 

The jury, nníortunatelv, did hot answer any 
of the questions, and with some hesitation he 
had come to the conclusion that the judge was 
not justified in directing them to find fur the 
plaintifis, as there was evidence both ways 
proper to be submitted to the jury. He there- 
fure was of Opinion that a new trial should be 
granted, and that the costs of the former trial 
and of this argument should abide the result 
of the new trial, As there must be a new 
trial, he expressly abstained from discussing 
the details of the evidence, or giving any 
opinion on it.

Memorandum of Associagion in the present case 
perinitted every conceivable form of activity, 
lf that were so nothing could be wire wres 
There seemed to him to be con- 
elusive evidence that this contract was infra 
vires. Messrs. Hamilton Edwards and Fite 
gerald desired. to speculate, and if they were 
simply partners there would be no question 
wlira vires in any matter in which they agreed. 
This was a private company, consisting of two 
members, and they intended to keep the bust- 
ness to themselves. They had no object in 
limiting their own powers. The limitations of 
the powers of a company were important when 
the public were asked to subscribe. Why did 
these two men who wanted to speculate 
hamper themselves with the Companies Acts? 
Simply to obtain limited liability, and with 
the judicious use of debentures they could 
amble with their money, and limit their 
ossés to a compafatively small sum. They 
had no desire to limit their own powers. The 
broad question of whether Mr. Fitzgerald 
authorised Mr. Edwards to carry out this con- 
tract was a question of fact that the jury were 
at liberty to consider. 

Lord Justice O'Connor also agreed with the 

decision of the Lord Chief Justice, and said 
that he should require some further considera- 
tion before concluding that the Memorandum 
and Articles of Association had such a wide 
construction as that stated by Lord Justice 
Ronan, and were such as to enable the parties 
to enter into any conceivable form of acti- 
vity. 
Mr. Dickie, K.C., applied for a stay of 
execution to enable them to apply to the Privy 
Oouncil, and said that there was a very 
nice question involved. 

The Lord Chief Justice—That is a question 
you must settle—there is no appeal in the 
ordinary sense now. 

Lord Justice Ronan asked what anshority, 
after the passing of the Free State Act, had 
dny litigant to go to the Privy Council. 

Mr, Dickie said that it was stated in the 
first paragraph of the Treaty that Ireland 
would have the status in every respect of 
Canada, and, ‘if so, they had a right of ap- 
peal to the Privy Council. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that there was 
no question in the case except the question of 
fact. -The old proceeding of a stay of execu- 
tion, so far as that Court was concerned, was 
gone. 

Lord Justice O'Connor said that he agreed 
with the Lord Chief Justice in that case at all 
events. 

No order was made on the application for 
@ stay of execution.

PURCHASERS SEEK TO CANCEL 
CONTRACT, 


In the Chancery Division, before the Master 
of the Rolls, in the case of William Smyth v. 
William and Thomas Kelly, the plaintiff, a 
farmer, brought the action against the de- 
fendants, who were brothers—Thomas having 
returned from America—to obtain an order 
for specific performance of a contract for the 
gale to them of certain lands at Tooman, Co. 
Leitrim, of which the plaintiff was registered 
owner. The lands had been sold to the de- 
fendants, it was stated, for £1,450, and £500 
had been paid on deposit by the defendants 
to the auctioneer (Mr. Thomas F. Smyth). 

It appeared that the auctioneer had put the 
lands up for sale previously by public auction, 
but the sale proved abortive. 

The detendante had gone into possession of 
the lands, and were immediately confronted 
with trouble from adjoining neighbours, who 
made a claim to the lands. The trouble 
culminated in the burning down of the farm- 
house; and the defendants, under the Malicious 
Injuries Act, obtained a decree for £955 com- 

ensation, to be raised off the County of 
zeitrim. 

The defendants now sought to have the con- 
tract of sale cancelled on the ground that, 
having regard to the trouble from adjoining 
owners, the destruction of the farmhouse, and 
the conduct of the parties, they were no longer 
bound by the agreement, and they asked that 
the £500 deposit should be returned to them. 

The Master of the Rolls held that there was 
a valid and subsisting contract, which ought 
to be specifically performed. He gave judg- 
ment for the plaintiff accordingly, with costs.

LUCAN. TRAM ACCIDENT, 


DOMESTIC SERVANT’S INJURIES. 

Yesterday, before Mr. Justice Pim and a 
city special jury, the case of Fitzgerald v. 
Dublin and Lucan Electric Railway Company 
came on for hearing. It was an action brought 
by Annie Fitzgerald, domestic servant, of 
Dodsborough, Lucan, Co. Dublin, against the 
defendants to recover damages, laid at £1,000, 
for personal injuries alleged to have been sus- 
tained by her on Sunday, the 2lst of May 
last, near Tandy’s lane, Lucan, through the 
negligence of the defendants’ servants and 
agents in the driving and management of an 
electric tram car. 

The plaintiffs’ case was that she had been at 
home with her people on a visit that day, and 
was returning to Dublin t a hotel, near 
Ballsbridge, where she was employed as a 
domestic servant. She was standing at a 
stopping pole at her tram-line, waiting for a 
tram car to the city, and, as there was a bend 
in the road at the place, she went out into the 
roadway to see if the car was coming from 
Lucan. She saw a car coming, and when it 
reached where she was she signalled to the 
conductor, and he beckoned or invited her to 
get up on Ae car. She took hold of the 
standard or brass pole on tre ear, and while 
standing on the platform, and before she had 
got to a seat, the car, whidh had previously 
slowed down, suddenly started with a jerk, 
and she was thrown off. She was dragged 
under the car for some distance. She sus- 
tained serious injuries, was treated at first by 
a doctor at his own house, and was then sent 
to Steevens’s Hospital, where she was under 
treatment for a considerable time. She was 
still unable to attend to her occupation. 

The defendants, in their defence, traversed 
the alleged cause of action, denied the alleged 
negligence, and alleged contributory negligence 
on the part of the plaintiff. They denied that 
the conductor had invited the plaintiff on to 
the car, and pleaded that the personal injuries 
(if any) sustained by the plaintiff arose solely 
from the negligence of the plaintiff in attempt- 
ing to get up on the tram car while it was in 
motion. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C.. and Mr.- Russell (in- 
structed by Messrs. W. J. Shannon and Co.) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Serjeant Hanna, 
Mr. Lardner, K.C., and Mr. Dockrell (in- 
structed by Messrs. Taylor, Son, and Robin- 
son) for the defendants.

RECORDER ADMINISTERS STRICT

Before the Recorder of Dublin yesterday, 
an ejectment suit of Murray v. Tuthill was 
for hearing. 

Mr. Hector Hughes, for the plaintiff, said 
that. the ejectment was in respect of the 
premises 27 Mountjoy street. The case Fad 
been previously before the Court, and was ad- 
journed to enable the defendant to bring a 
cross civil bill for the rent which, he alleged, 
was overpaid to the plaintiff. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, for the defendant, 
said that thie was a vearly tenancy, and the 
defendant, as a vearly tenant, was entitled 
to six months’ notice to quit. His client had 
paid £28 to which the plaintiff was rot 
entitled, and had served a civil bill for the 
recovery of that sum, 

Mre. Murray deposed that the defendant 
had sublet portion of the house to 4 person 
with a family, although there was a clause 
against subletting. 

The Recorder said that if the defendant 
wanted strict law he wouid have it. The de- 
fendant had no right to sublet to anybody. 
The plaintiff had to pay increased taxes. and 
the other side should not rely on a technical 
point and say that a technical point should 
not be used against them. His opinion was 
that, so much of the £28 as consisted of in- 
crease of taxes ought to be deleted and the 
rest allowed. after which he did not think the 
plaintiff ought to raise the point about the 
subletting.. The parties should arrange on 
that basis, and fix what the future rent would 
be. 

Both parties agreed to this suggestion end 
the case was allowed to stand, for the purpose 
of preparing such a consert.

| “Paying the Piper. 

The question of the Irish Crimina] In- 
jaries Amendment, Bill was raised in the 
Imperial Parliament yesterday by Sir 
William Davison. Mr. Ormsby Gore, 
Under-Secretary for the Colonies, refused 
to discuss the matter on the grounds that 
the Bill was. being considered at present 
by the re State Parliaz.ent, and His 
Majesty’s Government did not know in 
what form it might emerge from Com- 
mittee. Sir William Dayison’s chief com- 
plaint was the fact that the new Bill pro 
poses to limit cash payments to victims ol 
Irish disorder to the sum of £2,000. He 
is not the only critic of the Free State 
Government's proposals. Here in Ireland 
the proposed Bill has been subjected to a 
fierce | 
and in the Press, and it is likely to have 
a- very .stormy passage in Parliament 
before it becomes the of the land. 
Only now the Irish people are beginning 
to realise to the full the cost of several 
years. of outrage and crime. Thousands’ of 
good citizens have suffered both before and 
since the Truce of July, 1921, through the 
campaign of violence and destruction that 
has been laying Ircland waste. Now the 
bill must be paid. No accurate estimate of 
the total damage is possible, but it must 
amount to many millions of pounds. Many 
of. the country ‘mefisions that have been 
destroyed were priceless legacies of Ire- 
land’s spacious days, while no money ever 
could replace the loss of the Four Courts 
with the invaluable treasures of the 
Dublin Record Office. Even the cost of 
the actual bricks and mortar which have 
been destroyed must be enormous. The 
question now is: how can all the wanton 
damage be made good? 

The Free State Government proposes 
to confine compensation to cases 
of material Mr. 
argument is that the line must be drawn 
somewhere. He sass that if the State 
compensates a man for the destruction of 
his house—with the proviso that the house 
must be rebuilt—it really loses nothing, 
because it regains the ruined house, and, 
furthermore, its unemployed workers re- 
ceive & large portion of the money ip 
wages. If the State compensates a man 
for the death of his son, say, in an 
ambush, he simply puts the money in 
his pocket, and the community, as such, 
does not benefit at all. The economics of 
this argument are hardly sound, set it is 
not difficult to see Mr. Cosgrave’s point. 
In all fairness, however, those who have 
suffered personal injuries cannot be leit 
altogether out in the cold. Mr, Cosgrave 
has promised that ex gratia grants will 
be made in urgent casos, and if this 
promise is observed in a generous, rather 
than a niggling, spirit, the danger of 
grave injustice may be avoided. The 
problem of consequential damage raises a 
more complicated issue. Consequential 
damageisextremely difficilt to assess, and, 
no doubt, many extravagant claims have 
been made. Here again, however, in justice 
no hard and fast rule can be made, There 
are many cases of destruction in Ireland 
in which the consequential damage is even 
greater than the actual damage. Take the 
case of the owner of a single hackney 
motor car which was wrecked twelve 
months ago.  lf the Government should 
give him a new car to-motrow, he still 
would be at the loss of his whole year's 
earnings. 

Clearly the whole business is one of 
those cases in which the Government's 
policy ought to be directed by common- 
sense and common justice, rather than 
by any rule of thumb. We believe that the 
Bill is capable of considerable amendment 
in Committee, and hope that by the time 
it reaches its final form it will be free of 
any glaring injustice. Everybody cannot 
be satisfied, for the simple reason that the 
immediate payment of the ‘total bill of 
damages is quite impossible. There still

Women Barristers. 


The newly-established equality before 
the law of Englishmen and Englishwomen 
is undergoing a severe test. For a long 
time women sought in vain admission to 
the Bar. They were opposed on general 
principles rather than because their com- 
petition was feared or their presence in 
court was expected to make the wheels of 
justice grind less smoothly for the litigants 
or less profitably. for the lawyers. The 
question was stil] an impersonal ene. The 
personal element entered in a imild way 
when the newly-enfranchised lady students 
presented themselves in hall with the 
object of eating the customary and neces- 
sary dinners; but, as they, elected to sit 
in a mess by themselves, and as the 
gathering was already too cosmopglitan 
and multicoloured to feel conservative 
about a pink shirt waist or a blue hair 
ribbon, no protesting voice was raised.

One must 
join the mess in order to practise on 
the circuit, and in some cases Crown 
prosecutions are distributed to the circuit 
or sessions members in rotation. Obviously 
women barristers are entitled to go on 
circuit and to séssions and to a share of 
any work distributed generally among the 
Bar by the Crown or the London County 
Council Law Officers. It seems easier to 
admit the ladies to the mess, even if 
their presence tends to depress conviviality 
or frivolise learned debate, than to compel 
them to establish a mess of their own 
with concurrent jurisdiction, or, worse 
still, to let. them papctise subject to no 
control at all. 


America and the League. 


Tt was only natural that President 
Harding's Message to Congress, proposing 
that the United States should enter the 
Permanent Court of International Justice 
set up by the League of Nations, should 
be hailed by the pro-League Democrats 
as the thin end of what they regard-as.a 
desirable and necessary wedge. Their very 
rejoioings make it ten times more difficult 
for the President to persuade the anti- 
League Republicans to accept his views in 
the matter; but that, it need hardly be 
said, is not a cause of concern to his 
Democratic opponents. So we find the 
New York Tribune declaring that a long 
step towards world security will be taken 
if the Senate adopts the suggestion, while 
the New York Times declares that the 
Administration is bowing to the inevitable 
Both these estimates are wide of the mark, 
as is equally wide that of the New York 
Herald, which plaintively asks why Presi- 
dent Harding, having been beaten on the 
Ship Subsidy Bill, should court another 
defeat in the closing hours of Congress. 
The fact is that international arbitration 
before courts of justice, established ad hoe, 
sitting at The Hague, and presided over 
by eminent international jurists, was in 
vogue long before the war, and the United 
States was the chief upholder and advo- 
cate of this eminently satisfactory method 
of settling international] disputes. Possibly 
the decisions in these ez tempore Courts 
savoured slightly more of amiable com- 
promise and less of inexorable legalism 
than the Permanent Court will do. Beyond 
that there is no difference, except in the 
cence of the Courts’ personne’. The 
League of Nations fastened upon the job 
ol setting up this Court as --being 
peculiarly within its province and a good 
way of justifying its existence. If there 
had been no League of Nations, however, 
the International Court would still have 
been set up, and, if the League goes by 
the board to-morrow, the International 
Court will remain. All this Congress well 
knows, and, provided they can make it 
clear to their constituencies that in accept- 
ing the International Court they are not 
swallowing the League—in a word, if the 
crude exigencies of politics permit—the 
Senate will accede to the President's 
request. 


British Taxation. 


In view of the attitude of France towards 
British policy, the taxation figures which 
hare been issued in Parliamentary papers 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer make 
interesting reading. The French Press 
never tires of accusing Britain of selfish 
aims. It excuses the action of France in 
the Ruhr by contrasting the prosperity of 
the average Briton with the poverty of 
his French Ally, and arcues that the only 
way in which the French Government cau 
get sufficient money to pay its bills is by 
taking it from the Ruhr. Mr. Baldwin's 
figures suggest another war, “which, 
apparently, has not yet been tried. The 
amount of direct taxation paid at present 
by every British citizen is £10 10s. per 
annum; the amount paid by every French 
citizen is £3 2s. 6d. In indirect taxation 
the Briton pays £6 2s., the Frenchman 
£2 10s. In the year, therefore, the French- 
man pays altogether £5 12s. 6d.. 
while the much-abused Briton is multted 
to the tune of £16 12s.—virtualJy three 
times as much. We commend these ficures 
to the earnest attention of the French 
Government. Britain is taxing her people 
to the limit of their capacity. If France 
would do likewise, many of troubles 
would disappear. Income virtually 
does not exist in the French Republic, 
and. vet Frenchmen will argue that they 
are in a worse case than Britons! The 
whole financial policy of the .Paris Govern- 
ment is wrong. Successive Premiers hare 
dangled the carrot of reparations before 
the nose of the French taxpayer, but ti.ey 
never have made an honest effort to raise 
money at\ home.

37,000 CLAIMS. 

The expenses of the Commission would be 
borne in the first instance by the British 
Government, subject to recovery from the 
Government of the Irish Free State, in such 
proportion as might be agreed upon. 

The number of claims received was about 
37,000. Thére were claims on both sides— 
en one side made by supporters ‘of Sinn Fein 
acainst us for damage by the British ‘military 
authorities, and ‘there were claims by sup- 
porters of the British Crown in respect to 
damage done by the Sinn Feiners. 

_It had been decided to add to the Commis- 
sion, up to a maximum of filtv-two, investi- 
gators, two tor each of the twenty-six 
counties.

The task of Commission and of the 
travelling investigator was difficult, not to sav 
hazardous. The condition of the roads and 
railways rendered communication and travel- 
ling extremely difficult. He had received 
from time to time criticisms on the work of 
this Commission from hon, members of that 
House. 

He now confidently believed that difficult as 
were the conditions under which the investi- 
gators would have to work, the machihery of 
these panels of investigators. was the only 
means of expediting the determination of the 
awards due. 

It was obvious that if the Central Commis- 
sion were to require everyone from all over 
Ireland to come up to one central tribunal in 
Dublin we shon]d be years getting rid of this 
work. He had been looking very carefully into 
the matter, and was satisfied that the asser- 
sors were all men of recognised technical and 
professional qualification. 

Mr. Howell Thomas, who from the begin- 
ning had been the British representative on 
the Central Commission. had expressed him- 
self as completely satisfied both with the 
qualifications and the fairness of these asses- 
sors. It would hardly be denfed that the 
course which had heen adopted by the Com- 
mission to settle claims, or where they are 
unable to do #0, to report to the Central 
Commission, was bound to give rise to cer- 
tain suspicions. 


RIGHT OF APPEAL. 

People having claimed get into their heads 
the idea that unless they accept whatever the 
assessors offer them they would never get 
justice. That would be an entirely wrong 
view to take. : 

These investigators obviously do their duty 
end try to reach fair agreement, but “no 
claimant need accept what these investigators 
offer. 

Every claimant still had an absolute right 
to demand a full hearing by Sir Alexander 
Wood Renton, Mr. Dowdal!, and Mr. Howell 
Thomas. 

REINSTATEMENT CLAUSES. 

_ But the most serious criticism he had heard 
im connection with the working of this Com- 
mission arose out of the attachment to their 
awards of what were called reinstatement 
epnditions, and analysis of the last 420 awards 
made by the Commission shows that re- 
instatement conditions were only attached jn 
whole or in part to 52 out of the 420. 

Of these 50 were business premises, 7 were 
police barracks, and the remaining 15 private 
dwelling-houses. These reinstatement condi- 
tions were from the very beginning within 
the power and authority of the Commission.

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“ He'll have a long sleep,’’ was the apology 
ofiered to’ Mrs. O'Sullivan, Steeple View, 
Tralee, by two armed raiders, who dragged 
her son, Joseph, aged 20, from his bed at half- 
past one o'clock on Saturday morning and 
forced him from his home, despite his mother’s 
entreaties. 

The story of how Joseph escaped ‘‘ the long 
sleep’ which was intended for him at the 
hands of big captors is best told by himself. 
He ‘is a patient at the County Infirmary, 
suffering from a wound from a bullet which 
entered at the back of the -neck on the left 
side and came out through the left cheek. 

“When I came home about half-past eight 
on Friday evening,” he said, ' my mother told 
mé that two mén in uniform had called for 
‘me. I did not go out any more. At about 
half-past niné ©’clock ‘two meh wearing uni- 
forms; came in. They brought me down as 
far ‘as the market gate, questioned and 
searched me. One of them charged me with 
siding with and abetting the ‘ Diehards.’ I 
dontradicted that, and told them tkat-I took 
flo. part’ with any side—that since the Truce I 
was neutral. They then left me go. 

“ At about half-past one in the morning 
there was knockipg.” My mother opened the 
door, and two men in civilian clothes came in. 
One of-them had a revolver. They told me to 
get-up, and I did. My mother asked them 
wiiat they wanted me for, and one of them 
said: “We won't, keep him long; he'll have a 
long sleep to-morrow.’ 

“I knew what that meant, and asked them 
to let me see;a priest if they were going to 
shoot me. » They told me that I did not want 
any priest, to come on. They took me up 
Rock street and on by the New road to Bal- 
loonagh Convent.’ I remembered ‘that it was 
the last: place where Moriarty and Healy were 
shot last summer. I thought I was done for. 

“ Opposite the convent schools the man with 
the revolver told me fo say an Act of Con- 
trition, _He had the revolver pointed at me. 
I took off my hat and . flung -it 
the revolver. and ian for~ my © life. 
I ducked from one side of-the road to the 
other, and heard shots firing at me. 

“Six shots were fired at me altogether. The 
third shot hit me on the left side of the neck, 
and I. felt the blood running down my neck. 
I dashed across the fields to the railway track’ 
as fast as I could. I never stopped till I got 
to my grandfather’s house in James’s street. 
I was covered with blood. When I got in I 
was wéak, and lay down on The bed. They 
tied up the wound the best way they cond, 
and. brought me to the infirmary in the morn- 
ing, where Dr. Shanahan attended to me.”

SIDELIGHTS ON ALLIED 
CONFERENCES.

On the after- 
noon of the latter day, Mr. Bonar Law at- 
t@mpted to sum up his own. impressions of 
the French Premier's views. 

M. Poincaré, he said, had spoken of the oc- 
cupation of the ‘Rubr as though it were a sort 
of pic-nic_for French soldiers. Was the idea 
to go into the Ruhr in order to compel the 
Germans to be reasonable, and, if not, to try 
and get profits out of it? “That meant that the 
Ruhr would be occupied without making de- 
mands on Germany with the object of obtain- 
ing the good-will of Germany. Was that M. 
Poincaré’s idea? 

M. Poincaré said that, without going into 
details, the answer to both questions was 
“Yes. ....” He would begin by trying 
to obtain the good-will of Germany by the 
ressure of the occupation of Essen and 
ern If, however, Germany, by means of 
loans, or otherwise, did not give him the 
guarantee that he required, he would try and 
obtain a profit from the Ruhr and the whole 
of the left bank of the Rhine.

FRANCE WANTS SECURITY 
BEFORE REPARATIONS. 
By Major-General Sir P.. Maurice. 

The recerit,debate in the House on the Ruhr 
was disap ing. It left the impression that 
the majorit@is content to leave matters in the 
hands of fovernment pledged to a munl- 
mum of activity and that this course 1s en- 
dorsed by Conservative ‘supporters of - the 
League. 

On Saturday, however, an important pro- 
nouncement “was issued by a-number of: pro- 
minent Conservatives; including Lord Rovert 
Cecil, to the effect that they do not mean to 
let the Government go to sleep. - This pro: 
nouncement refers to the declared intention 
of the Government to work for a settlement 
of the Reparations dispute, and adds: ' We 
are content to leave the moment for action to 
the discretion of the Government, but that 
moment cannot be indefinitely postponed. 
When it arrives we expect the Government to 
act with decision and determination.” 

That is well, but neither they, nor any of 
their friends, seem to appreciate the real 
point and the real danger. The still.stress 
the importance of an agreement on repara- 
tions, und of the aid of the United - States. 
Reparations are now a secondary . issue. 

The real problem is security. Every day 
fresh evidence is accumulating that this 1s 
the present mainspring of French policy. 
Last week General Bourgeois, in presenting 
the report of the Army Commission to the 
French Senate, said:—‘*The security. of 
France was the barrier of tho Rhine. It was 
necessary, therefore, at the first menace to 
be in @ position firmly to hold that barrier.” 

When Genera! Payot says that France ‘is 
winning, he does not mean thet France is 
getting reparations, but that France is 
digging in on the Rhine. 

NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 

France is also definitely maneuvring for a 
Franco-Belgian-Italian offensive and defensive 
alliance which is to be associated with the 
Little Entente by an understanding. If this 
happens, the system of the ° balance .of 
military power is recreated, and the League 
of Nations, except as a clearing-house for 
secondary international questions, perishes. 

To avert this disaster, our Government 
must have a constructive policy. It must 
back proposals for providing for the security 
of France under the auspices of the League. 
In this, the United States can’t, and won't, 
help. We must take the lead.

It would be wholly unreasonable to nurse 
the hope that as things stand at present the 
North will be willing to draw towards the 
South of Ireland. The North now enjoys the 
two, prime requisites for happiness and 
prosperity—freedom and peace—and it will 
not throw them away.. The Government is 
fairly in the saddle. The Departments ot 
State have such a grasp of the reins of ad- 
ministration as to promise both efficiency and 
economy. Trade is reviving and, con- 
comitantly, ufiemployment is on the decrease. 
To a comniunity’ already so stable and so 
settled’ association with the lawlessness of the 
South can offer nothing. The friends of peace, 
‘whether in Ireland or elsewhere, cannot but 
rejoice in the newly-found strength of the 
Northern State. They will recognise also that 
the fortunes of the young State have been 
most ably directed by the Prime Minister, Sir 
James Craig. He has described himself as a 
man of peace, but stubborn.

qualities and successfully exercised them, then, 
and. then only, will they be in a position to 
negotiate with the North.

BRITISH VICTIMS. 

The Times Correspondent in Mexico City, in 
a*message yesterday, states:—-Mr. Desane, a 
British contractor, and a. Mexican railway- 
man were killed, and a number of persons, 
most of them British, were seriously injured in 
a railway accident on Saturday night, when 
a spétial train of the Mexican Railway Com- 
pany Yán off the rails at Kilometre 83, be- 
tween San “Marcos ‘and Rosendo Marquez in 
the State of-Pueblo, and plunged 20 feet down 
into a precipitous gorge. The train was tak- 
ing Mr. “Vincent, Wodehouse Yorke, Chairman 
of the railway company, back to Mexico City 
after..an-imspection tour of the railway, on 
which he was accompanied by Mrs. Yorke and 
several officials of the company. Most of the 
party. were-on tlie observation platform of Mr, 
Yorke’s special coach—the last ou the train— 
and were able to jump from it just before 
the train fell into the gorge, and thus avoid 
death, | 

Mr. Yorke had his skull and several ribs 
fractured, and Mrs. Yorke 1s suffering from 
injuries on the head and body, and Mr. W,

THE TRUMPETS. 

When these preliminaries were over, a pro- 
cession was formed, and with the first note 
of the trumpeters’ fanfare, the assembly rose 
to receive the Governor. The central aisle 
was lined by military officers in service dress, 
and from where Í stood in the back row of 
the gallery I saw them spring to the salute. 
Then the leaders of the procession, Captain 
A. R. Murray, A.D.C., and Colonel J. M. 
McClintock, A.D.C., who wore full dress, 
came into view They were followed by 
Lieutenant-Commander Henderson, D.8.O., 
R.N., and next came Sir James Craig and 
his Cabinet colleagues Close behind them 
were the Governor and the Duchess of Aber- 
corn, Lord and Lady Pirrie, the members of 
the Governor's family, and several naval and 
military officers. 

Up to this point there had been complete 
silence. But now the great organ pealed 
forth, and the whole assembly sang the 
National Anthem as the Governor and his 
consort moved slowly to the platform and 
took their seats on two gilt chairs. 

The sunlight came streaming through the 
windows, making the huge electric lights, 
which we had thought so powerful, seem in- 
significant, and adding splendour to the scene. 

THE ADDRESSES. 

The assembly received the signal to be 
seated, and the real business of the day 
began. The addresses from the Belfast Cor- 
poration, the Belfast Harbour Board, the Lon- 
donderry Corporation and the Ulster Council 
of County Councils were read, and then 120 
other addresses were presented. All of them 
were couched in similar language, and it 
became rather monotonous. Now and again 
some members of the deputations would show 
traces of nervousness, and do little things 
that were not on the programme. These 
paused a ripple of laughter. I noticed tnat 
all the deputations from border towns, like 
Enniskillen, received a special cheer, as did 
the deputation from “ the coal Inhabitants of 
Birabane” (the Strabane Urban Council had 
refused to send an address). 

When Sir Dawson Bates announced “ Depu- 
tation from Irish Tem Alliance” there 
was some laughter in the body of the hall. At 
frst I could not understand the joke, but the 
next moment I saw the burly form of Mr 
H. L. Garrett ascendi the stair to the 

latform. He had an address in his hand 
rom the Anti-Prohibition Council, of which 
he is the leading member. Mr. Garrett, of 
course, was quite in order, as his name was 
the next on the list; but 1 wonder whether it 
was merely a coincidence or whether some

We hail your Grace’s appointment as the 
first Governur of Northern Ireland as a happy 
augury. The records of your Grace’s an- 
cestors from the early years of the 17th cen- 
tury show that your illustrious. family have 
always played a prominent part in the main- 
tenance and expansion of the British Empire 
in time of peace and in the vicissitudes of 
war, 

Your Grace's love for Ireland and efforts 
on her behalf are well known, and no one 
more worthy of filling the office of Governor 
could be found, more especially so as your 
Graces experience and sagacity eminently 
qualify you for the position.

They, therefore, are of opinion 
that to concentrate on the provision of houses, 
which are so much required, is the best 
policy, and they are following this line con- 
currently with the execution of many schemes 
of a varied nature, at the same time hoping 
for the early revival of trade, which is the 
only remedy for the trouble.

i LUXOR, Monday. 

It was impossible not to be moved on pay- 
ing a farewell visit to ‘these wonderful 
chambers, knowing that in a few hours the 
work of shutting up the tomb would be begun. 
The large ante-chamber, with bare, un- 
decorated’ walls of pale pinkish yellow, now 
emptied of all its precious contents, seemed 
bleak and ‘desolate. 

To the left, as oné enters the end chamber, 
behind the wooden barricade lay trays contain- 
ing two lovely alabaster vases, a black 
wooden swan, and a heap of blackened fibrous 
matter, which was once a rash basket, with 
some bones found lying on the floor of the 
sepulchral chamber. 

These bones have not yet been examined, 
but they are believed to be the bones of some 
quadruped, conjecturally the remnants of 
something sacrificial. 

Close by, also’ behind the wooden rail, a 
boarded patch low down on the farther wall 
shows where an entrance hole made by robbers 
into the annexe has been temporarily shut. 

At the opposite end of the chamber—that is, 
on the right as one enters—stand conspicuous 
the two black and gold statues of the King on 
each side of the wide gaping entrance to the 
sepulchral chamber. 

At some places on these statues the pitch 
used, for bituminising seems to have run, and 
here and there, superficial cracks are observ- 
able, . These are minor flaws, however. 

As they stand, the two figures are very 
striking, and when properly treated they will 
be magnificent, ! 


sepulchral chamber, the light gleams on the 
face of a screen which seems almost to choke 
the entrance, the brilliant turquoise blue 
faience. inlaid in the gold sheathing, with 
which the whole surface of the tabernacle is 
covered, producing a dazzling effect.

$ was an extraordinary spectacle, ren- 
dered all the more curious by the fact that, 
while digging out a tomb is an extraordinary 
experience, this is probably the first time

RAILWAY DESTRUCTION. 


POSITION ON THE CORK AND 
PASSAGE LINE. 

Speaking at the annual meeting of the 
#hareholders of the Cork, Blackrock and 
Passage Railway Company yesterday, the 
Chairman, Sir Stanley Harrington, P.C., said 
that last year had been the most disastrous 
ever experienced by several of the Irish rail- 
ways, and their company had suffered heavily. 
On. August 8th one. of the spans of the 
Donglas Viaduct was «maliciously destroyed 

explosives, and in consequence it bad not 
been: possible ever since to run any trains. 
At the end of January last the station build- 
ings and signal cabins at Blackrock, Monks- 
town and Passage West were burned to the 
ground by raiders; also the signal cabins at 
Rochestown, and, in addition, at Passage 
workshops were seriously damaged, and séve- 
ral carriages were burned to cinders. At 
the time the train service had not been re- 
stored, and one might ask what purpose these 
acts of brigandage effected. The people 
who would really benefit by these outrages 
were bridge constructérs. the carriage 
builders, and signal manufacturers outside 
Ireland. The cost of restoration would be 
very heavy, so much so that, unless the 
Govérnment provided money, the line must 
remain derelict. When it became necessary, 
owing to the blowing up of the Douglas Via- 
duct, to close up the line, the Company did 
their best to provide a substitute service on 
the river, and took on charter a vessel called 
the “Hibernia,” which, jointly with the 
“ Albert,” had been carrying on passenger 
service to the various stations. 

The gross receipts for the year were 
£30,438; as compared with £54,544 in the 
previous vear, and the expenditure amounted 
to £28,508. 

Personally, he thought there was a great 
deal to be said in favour of a good grouping 
system of the railways, and he ventured to 
hope that the Government would see that 
small companies, the shareholders of which 
had spent so much money in developing their 
respective districts, would be equitably dealt 
with in any general scheme which may be 
adopted.

PAYMENTS BY THE FREE STATE. 

The next criticismi he had heard ‘was in 
connection with the payment of awards arising 
out of this Commission. There was a good 
deal of misconeéption on this question, The 
British Government had not paid yet one 
penny piece towards the ‘compensation 
awarded by tiús Commission, which now 
amounted to £760,000, and no payment would 
be made under the agreement recently come 
to until the next financial year. 

After the coming 3lst March the new ar- 
rangement came into force, and certain ad- 
vances each quarter would be made. The 
Free State had done something. On Febra- 
ary 15, which again. in this connection was 
the last date for which he had definite infor- 
mation, the Free State Government had paid 
off in cash 116 awards totalling £124,637. 

In atidition they had expicidtd in connec- 
tion with insurance companies, £552,000. So 
that, in spite of tlie fact that their finances 
were in an irregular state in some respects, 
they had found up to the middle of Jast 
thonth in respect of awards made by this Com- 
mission the sum-of apptoximately £700,000. 

The Free State Government had made great 
efforts in the last feiy weeks to expedite this 
matter, and when the Pree State’ Ministers 
were: here they ‘impressed upon them the 
urgency of clearing up the matter as quick 
as possible, and they expressed their readi- 
neks to do so. 

As far as Mr. Gosgrave was concerned, he 
was.sure he would do everything he could in 
this respect. They had great difficulties to 
face. There were the arrears of taxation to 
be collected, and there was virtually a state 
of civil war in the country. / 

In addition to the payments on account of 
awards made by the Free State Government. 
the British Government had repeatedly stated 
ite readiness to make advances on security in 
regard to claims awaiting a decision by the 
Commission. The numberof advances made 
by the British Government was 81. amounting 
to £356,425. | 

£250,000 ADVANCE. 

They had decided that, in view of the diffi- 
cult gituation of many of the claimants, wider 
discretion in dealing with future applications 
should be exercised by the Irish Department of 
the Colonial Office and the Treasury, and he 
had arranged that a sum of £250,000 should 
be wey in the estimates, which would be in- 
troduced in the coming financial vear. 

Finally, the Commission dealt only with in- 
jury to property in the pre-Truce period, and 
ad nothing to do with the post-Trudce period. 

The decrees granted to people killed or in- 
jured, owing. to the fact that they were sup- 
porters: of the Crown before the Truce, had 
tiow been paid in full, except in a few cases 
where decrees were awarded to minors. They 
had this matter in hand. Approximately two 
millions had been paid in the last two years in 
respect of pre-Truce injuries 

Concluding, Mr. Ormsby Gore said they. ell 
hoped that the conditions of Ireland in the 
next few weeks might improve gufficiently to 
enable the Commissioner and investigations to 

t about the various counties in Lreland, and 
ring to a close, he hoped in the course of a 
year, the pre-Truce claims for damage to pro- 
perty: ‘The méney spent on the Commission 
would be money well spent in the interests oi 
peace amongst all contending sections and 
parties. 


LORD SHAW’S REPORT. 

Colonel Archer Shee urged that the report 
of Lord Shaw, late Chairman of the Com- 
mission, might be published. He believed 
Lord Shaw had sketched out a scheme in 
that report by. which the claims could be 
cleared off in les time than was now 
generally anticipated, and they were entitled 
to have the benefit of his views. 

Sir Godfrey Collins joined in the appeal 
that Lord Shaw’s report should be published. 
The total liability involved would be about 
ten mil’ions, of which five millions at least 
would be placed on the shoulders of the tax- 
payers of Great Britain. 

Sir W. Davison said he also thought 
they ought to have before them the report 
Lord Shaw had made. There was the greatest 
dissatisfaction ‘at the delays that had oc- 
curred in the payment af compensation to 
those unfortunate refugees. from their 
country, . There were no less than 37,000 
claims. How many had been heard? What 
was the total amount of the claims, and what 
had been paid? He urged that sums should 
be paid to. enable refugees to carry on 
temporarily, and that payment should follow 
awards promptiy. He condemned the appli- 
cation of the re-instatement clause to ail 
cases, as would be the result if it was in- 
serted in every case where unless re-instate- 
ment was made the economic life of the 
district would be affected, for that would 
apply to every house, large or small. 

Only £36,000 had been advanced on pre- 
Truce claims amonnting to ten’ million 
pounds, and post-Truce claims amounting to 
30 or 40 millions. The British Government 
should advance sums at once where there was 
& clear case. 

A PERSONAL EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. Reid said he had some personal ex- 
perience of the working of the Commission. 
here was absolutely no distinction between 
contested and uncontested claims. ‘There 
were quite honest people who put 
their claims before the court, and the 
cases were supported by expert evidence. 
it was not their fanlt that the claims were not 
contested by the County Council. 

In one particular claim a decree was given 
for £8,000 Nothing, of course, happened. 
So far as he knew no investigation of the 
claim was made. The Commission said— 
“ Will you take £35,000?"’ 

He was asked whether he would advise the 
claimant to take: that sum. He said to 
them—' lí you get £3,006 in your hands, 
and at once, I advise you to take it. If you 
are not going to be paid now, I advise you 
not to take it.’’ 

That was the sort of case that was hap- 
pening all over the place, and he asked what 
the use of the Commission was if it could not 
give the people who were entitled to damages 
some guarantee that they were going to be 
paid within a reasonable time? What was the 
use of spending this money on the Commis- 
sion’ It was absolutely futile and useless. 

If the payment were advanced on loan, it 
was &A scandalous position in which to put 
claimants, because the security of the Free 
State was of the most dubious description. If 
they were offering to people who had claims 
against the Free State sums they might be 
called upon to repay they were only putting 
off the day of bankruptcy. The position 
of these people was of the most pathetic 


kind. 
PENNILESS. 

He could give instances of people who had 
been driven out of their homes, nniless, 
with nothing done for them. The Honse had 
been’ voting money for Jew, Tark, Mahom- 
medans, end Armenians—why could they not 
do something for these people in Ireland, who 
were selling their valuables to keep them from 
starvation’ The House had some responsi- 
bility. When the damage was done, which 
resuited in these claims, Ireland was being 
governed by the British Government. If the 
British Government were unable to aiford 
these people protection, the British Govern- 
ment should. make compensation for their 
failure to perform that duty. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy said Ireland had been 
given the freedom to govern itself, and she 
should not now be hampered. The Free State 
was doing its best, and the honour of the men 
responsible for controlling the Free State was 
sufficient to see that the whole bill was 
honoured in due time. 

Sir J. Butcher was sure that everyone in 
the House, of whatever party, earnestly 
desired that those who were entitled to com- 
pensation should have their cases dealt with 
as fairly as possible, and should be paid as 

uiekly as possible; but the question was 
whether, if they voted this money, would the 
result follow. 

He undératood that Lord Shaw had made a 
neers on the subject which contained the most 
valuable suggestions as to how compensation 
should be made and how cases could be dealt 
with quickly.

| LARGEST AIRSHIP. 


FEATURES OF NEW 
AMERICAN VESSEL.. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Otr Own Comhkesponbenr. 
AKRON (OHTO), Monday. 

Small sections of the intestines of 1,600,000 
slaughtered steers were reqpired to con- 
struct the gaa bags of the U.S, naval airship, 
ZR-I, which will be completed next Jaue. 
The new dirigible, it is claimed, will be shell- 
proof, carrying non-explosive gas in twenty 
separate sections. It will be the largest air- 
ship afloat when it is turned over to the 
Government next summer. 

The ZR-I is a companion ship of the R-34 
which flew across the Atlantic Ocean and 
back. . The. R-34 and the two or three 
pélins built during the war were the 
other airships in the world that compare with 
it in size. 

The feature of the rigid type of ship that 
distinguishes it fromi the semi-rigid or non- 
rigid is the great cigar-shaped rigid metal 
framework into which the helium-filled gas 
containers are installed Instead of a single 
balloon, there will be twenty in the ZR-I; a 
series of cells, each of them resembling & 
great cigar-shaped bag, has been neatly sliced 
with a giant knife in segments twenty to 
forty feet wide. The purpose of building the 
bag in compartments, rather than as a single 


partments could be destroyed by anti-aircraft 
shell or otherwise and the rest would still be 
able to sustain the weight of the ship. 

The bags were made of gold beater skin, 
the first time this process has been used in 
America in airship work. Gold beater skin 
is a small section of the intestines of a steer, 
very light, tough, and impervious to gas and 
air. This.skin is. laid. by hand on:a light 
grade of rubberised balloon fabric and var- 
nished. 

The ZR-I will be 650 feet long, witha 
of 70 miles per hour, a lift of. 600 tons, and a 
cruising radius of 5,000 miles. H will carty 
a crew of 26 men, and could carry 100 
sengers. It will be propelled by. six 350 
horse-power engines. lt will have seven cars 
attached to the. lower framework for the 
engines and crews. The largest car is 40 
feet long. 

All cars have sleeping quarters and céok- 
ing and dining facilities. The crew will be 
able to move from one end of the ship to the 
other, a distance of two city blocks, and can 
climb up a ladder to the top of the ship.

Let 
St. Panl’s remain the centre of the British 
Empire so long as the Empire itself endures, 
anid so long as the Church of Encland—broad, 
wise, and tolerant—lives to represent the 
character of the English people.” 

“Much of the sermon was an acute com- 
ment upon what the Dean called the frozen 
music of architecture. Wren. as a true gon of 
the late-flowering English Renaissance, had 
little appreciation of the glories of the Gothic. 
There was no mysticism and not much try 
about the contemporaries of Charles IT. and 
Queen Anne, but their view of life was sane 
and sensible, and they knew how to express 
that view finely in stone and brick. On the 
other hand, Gothic architecture at its best was 
the expression of a faith and a worship, which
